Deputy Bracamontes, 


Let me start of by saying what an awesome job your team has done clearing out the encampment at Sepulveda and 
Alameda. When | first transferred to fire station 127, | thought this was going to be an impossible task. | have been by 
the area a few times now going on calls, and it looks amazing. 


While we have this momentum, | would like to see if we can clear out one more encampment? Underneath the bridge 
where Sepulveda crosses over the Dominguez Channel(East of Alameda), there are one or two people living under the 
bridge. They have built a large structure, which contains a loft that they have secured to the underside of the 

bridge. When | first contacted Deputy Wilson to get some help with these encampments, this was, and still is the most 
dangerous one. In the six months | have been assigned to fire station 127, | have responded to three large fires under 
this bridge. What makes these fires so dangerous, is on the south side of the bridge, there is a 4-inch (300 psi) Hydrogen 
pipeline. On the north side of the bridge, there is a 12-inch (400 psi) Natural Gas pipeline that feed into the surrounding 
refineries. If one of these pipelines were to rupture from the fires under this bridge, the blast would be destructive for 
miles around, and could potentially set off chain reaction explosions with the surrounding refineries. | am attaching a 
few pictures, some from the fires, and some showing the encampment in its most recent state. If we could try to put 
the next priority on this encampment, | would be very grateful, and it would help to ensure the safety of my crew and 
the citizens of Carson.
